EXTRAORDINARY SPEED DISPLAYED BY A GOOD PLAUDIT 

TWO YEAR-OLD

Plaudit bad two excellent two year old representatives in the list of thirty chief money-winners of 1914. 
one was the fine filly. Southern Maid, belonging to the Canadian turfman, R. Davies, and the other was the 
1-iuwu gelding, Bringhurst, which raced in the ownership of J. N. Camden, of Lexington. Ky. By virtue of 
capital displays of speed Bringhurst earned a place in the front rank of the year’s best two-year-olds and 
is probably destined to further distinction in the racing ot the present year. 

Bringhurst did not waste any time about gaining respectful recognition from the racing public. His 
advent in public look place at Churchill Downs, May 24, in a five-eighths dash for maiden two-year-obis. 

I liis he won with ease from nine others, none of which afterwards proved to be of any great worth in 
i.-icing. It was a heavy track and, covering the distance in 1:02%, he won l»y a length and a half, with 
io ton scorn! and Bushy Head third. His second race was at Douglas Park. June v The track was fast 
that day and his opposition was of better class. The distance was th** same as in his first race and. set 
ting a fast pace all th** way. he won hy four lengths in ”*9 % , with I’cbeco second and Lost Fortune third.

MaeManus enjoys the experience 
and the out -door exaction of attending to bis own 
horses and that is the reason he lias employed no 
trainer for his string this year. That In* will he 
successful as a trainer seeins probable, judging hy 
liis record in other ventures, which have always 
turned out well. 

Trainer Mose Goldblatt decided before leaving 
Juarez to ship the entire string of Jefferson Living- 
ston to the Lexington track. He has Ed Howard, 
probably th& best two-year-old shown so far Hiis 
year, engaged in the Breeders’ Futurity and is tak 
itig that youngster there with the hope of winning 
that rich event. 

BELMONT HORSES IN FINE CONDITION. 

Washington, D. C., March 2S. — It is improbable 
that tin* colors «*f August Bclinout, chairman of the 
Jockey Club, w*ill make their appearance this season 
until the opening of th*- Havre de Grace meeting 
April IS. Trainer S. C. Hildreth had been hopeful 
that their condition would permit the beginning <»f 
the campaign of 1914 at Norfolk, but the unfavorable 
weather of the late winter has so retarded training 
operations that the idea of racing at Norfolk 
probably will have to be abandoned. Recent visitors 
to the Benning track, where the Belmont horses win 
tered. are enthusiastic over their appearance under 
Hildreth’s masterly methods. Rock View presents 
ail especially striking appearance and good judges 
are satisfied that he will be a hard horse for the 
best of them to take the measure of this season. 
It is said that Hildreth is fearful that the great 
French horse. Vulcain VI., will not train in this 
country, as he pulled up lame after a recent trial. 

Another string quartered at Benning that will 
not be seen in public until the Havre de Grace 
■rrtlng to that of Amoc Turney. Horroa, which 
appears to lie touched in th** wind as a result of his 
sickness of last year, is looking grand and is training 
well. 

William Garth’s horses are much further advanced 



than those of any other stable at Benning and a di- 
vision of this stable will go to Norfolk tit and ready 
to race. It is known that Garth has some promising 
two v**ar old material and one that is expected to be 
a “clinker.” 

IMPROVEMENTS AT JUAREZ. 

LI I’aso. Ter.. March 28.— Captain VV. H. Feneh 
lor of tin* Jockey Club Juarez is making arrangements 
to start work on improvements to the plant that 
will cost $20,000 within a few days. Five new build 
ings to be used for boarding kitchens will be erected 
during the summer. There will be 150 stalls built 
which will increase tin* stabling capacity to 1,200 
stalls. A new field stand will be erected and the 
offices will be remodeled throughout. The manager’s 
office will be enlarged. The lawn in front of tin 
grandstand is to he terraced and a cement sidewalk 
laid. A cement sidewalk will also be laid in front 
of tin* grandstand from the car line to tin* entrance, 
which will make walking good during wet weather. 
Another store room will be built at the upper end 
of tin* grandstand. A cement wall will be built 
on the lower end of the course running from the 
stables to the paddock. 

NEW YORK OUTLOOK BRIGHT. 

New York. March 2S. — Racing at the Syracuse 
State Fair next September will he watched with tin 
usual interest. If the plan is successful it will not 
he surprising if other fair associations should a>;k 
the Jockey Club for dates and sanctions in 1915. 
With the sport popularized at the fairs, it is Ih*- 
lieved that opposition to the turf among some who 
approved the crusade of former Governor Hugh*-s 
will gradually die out. The rebuilding of the sport 
in this state Is well under way and the future seeins 
to be unusually bright. Tin* Jockey Club is deter- 
mined to eradicate former objectionable features so 
that racing will be supported by the masses as 
well as by the classes. 



PALMETTO PARK MEETING COMES TO CLOSE 
UNDER AUSPICIOUS CIRCUMSTANCES. 

Meeting Has Been Successful and Is Expected to 
Lead to Better One in the Future — Big Crowd 
Out for Farewell Day. . 



Charleston, S. (’.. March 28. — Racing at Palmetto 
Park for thb season terminated ibis afternoon in 
Uu- presen* «• of one of t he largest gatherings * f 
enthusiasts that *-v<*r patronized the sport here. 
Tin* exodus **f i ui* f iii«‘ii and race followers began to- 
night, most of them going to New York for a sln*;t 
stay before resuming Operations at Norfolk. Those 
going direct to Norfolk will leave by special train 
tomorrow. The Kciuiu-ky delegation will leave by 
special train m-xt Monday. The officials will ail 
ha\ •• left here by Tuesday. 

With tin* decision of today’s program, there has 
been on*- hundred days of racing out of m2 scheduled 
•lays. Two of tin* days were lost on account of 
susiiensioii.s du«* t<* inclement weather. The ass**cia 
tiou met with financial success, hut not to a great 
extent. Most of th** profits will 1*** expended on tin* 
plant in improvements and a general overhauling. 
Th** present meeting firmly • tahlished its promoters’ 
contention that they could ra*-** here without int**r- 
i * r**ii«*** am! prospects appear even l*ett*-r for the 
future, as the. sport gained many new local friends 
this year. 

Tli«-r«* w*-r* m* outward incidents iu connection 
with tin- sport this afternoon and th** big crowd 
found plenty of entertainment, as most of the fin- 
ishes were spirited. The handicap which featured 
tin* card was won by the vastly improved Chartler, 
which timing ibis meeting has developed into a 
much liettcr racer than *-\**r before in his eare**r. 
lie scored over some of the best sprinters that could 
h<- mustered here, with faugh Hill second and Royal 
Meteor third. 

Ih** stewards are still probing into the alleged 
ringing case of yesterday wl.*-n Golliwogg is said to 
have »»«•* ii substituted for Country Boy. the asso- 
eiation t«M»k possession of the horse yesterday, hut 
they had to give him up t inlay on a writ** of re- 
plevin served hy the sneriff *m behalf of his sup- 
pos'd owner. J. O'Neill. Those who observed tin- 
hors<* in the p«dd«**-k yesterday and closely inspected 
his markings an- firmly <d the opinion that it is 
Golliwogg. Advices from the Norfolk track received 
today wen* io the effect that neither Couutry Boy 
nor Golliwogg could be located there. It is sup- 
posed that i lie attempt to put over a ringer origi- 
nated In the fertile brain of Ben Chisholm, of 

Iliram Johnson, the Fiddler. Freckman, Natalie 11.. 
Full ii*-. Judge Smith and Bm-kwin fame. He is 
known i** have I wen her**.

MAY COME TO MUTUELS IN AUSTRALIA. 

New South Wales has a deficit of nearly $10,090. 

♦ •ini to lace, and although extra revenue is antici- 
pated from added income tax and stamp duties. 
Ministers generally, not being desirous of raising 
n»oi«- muuiy by taxation than is absolutely neces- 
sary. are scanning the horizon for any class of 
tn asiire ship which may relieve them of their pe- 
cuniary embarrassment. 

obviously such a revenue-producing veuturc as 
the Toiaiisator has had to conn* within their pui 
view, and there i> just a inedibility that the maeh'n- 
may become legalised, though at the outset it must 
not be forgotten that there is in some quarters a 
strangely hostile attitude towards the Total isator. 
which is hard to reconcile with the democratic and 
progressive spirit of the party the present Minis- 
try represents. 

That opposition will continue to the very death. 
There are some memla-rs irrevocably opposed to 
gambling in any form, and the suggestion that it 
should be under State supervision only tends to 
aggravate their aiitipathy. There are others who 
op(H»se the T'dalisator simply because ir is the 
Tot.ilisator : while others are divided into two divi- 
sions- whole-souled supporters, and those win* ie-i 
that, while it is ini|*ossible to check llic betting 
habit, it is l*etter that it should be officially con- 
trolled than allowed to go on promiscuously. 

However, the Government wants money, not only 
10 meet its commit men's, but ill order That it may 
extend its sphere of usefulness. In this connection 
it is only necessary to mention that it has in view 
a comprehensive scheme for alleviating all phases 
of distress, and such an extension means a t remen - 
• lous increase in the outlay, lu fact, one member 
of tic* Ministry has gone »o far as to deHare that >f 
the Government j s to d<* anything at’ all along the 
lines of extending its charitable operations, it will 
be necessary to legalise the Totalizator and up 
propriate the proceeds for that purjiose alone. 

Ihe other day Mr. Gann. who. during Mr. Hol- 
man’s absence in New Zealand is Acting-Premier, 
in referring to the deficit and the means of ob- 
viating it. admitted that the advisability of intro 
dneing the Totalizator as a means of State revenue 
was beng seriously considered by the Cabinet, but 
lie declined to sa ' what the feeling of tbe Cabiuer 
was. 

Mr. Canu also admitted that the introduction 
the Totalisator would moan an addition to the 
revenue of approximately $1,500,000 per annum. 
This l*«* probably arrives at on a basis of a turn 
over «*f $50,009,000. which, after all. Is perhaps 
not an exaggeration for the State, for keen judges 
of racing in Sydney estimate the metropolitan turn- 
over at over $35,000,909. 

However, the Acting Premier would not commit 
himself to any direct answer as to whether the 
Government contemplated legalising the Totalisa- 
tor: all he would vouchsafe was that additional 
means of obtaining revenue were being inquired 
into, and the amount stated was what might be 
expected if the machine came into being. 

On the face of it the passing over of $1,500,000 
per annum the taking of which would harm nobody 

seems a step too quixotic to expert from the 
modem politician, individual or collective, and thi 
supporters of the Totalisator in New South Wales 
are extremelv hopeful that eventually the machine 

will be iOtftaUed m tiua State, 
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However, they also realise 
stU|K*lidous obstacles to be faced, and they feel eon 
tideut Hull any move made will not be by the r.ibi 
ne 1 The general opinion is that any proposed To 
talisator Bill will noi be a Government, but a private 
measure.— Sydney Referee.

PROVIDING FOR CAN ADIAN-BREDS. 



Proper provision for home lne«l horses in arrang- 
ing racing; programs for Canadian tracks is under 
discussion in Canada just now. The Montreal Mail 
publishes the following under an Ottawa date line: 

"Little creilonce is placed by the directors of the 
< '<>ttii:i tight Park .!«•• key Club in the report from 
Toronto that several of tin* prominent Canadian 
owners have decided t « » Imyeott the Ottawa race 
meetings this yai because of dissatisfaction over 
t lie amount of money offered for compel it ion among 
the Canadian bred runners. Racing Manager Albert 
Kolirhack states that in his belief the rcinirt email 
nte«l from tin- same source as did the injurious ru- 
mors a I tout this time last year 'hat tin* Connaught 
Park track would not lie lit for racing, lb* added 
in an interview that representatives of the Sea- 
gram. lioudrie. Dymeiit and Davies stables had 
givn him assurance that they would send their 
best horses here. Only om* stake for Canadian- 
bred horses has Immii put on the program for the 
spring meeting June lb to 2d. but ii is probable 
that there will be at least two for the fail meet- 
ing. The Connaught Park officers say that Canadian 
louses are not tit for their best work in the early 
summer and that races of this character do not 
till well enough until the fall series. The Duke of 
Connaught's Cup. which went last year to Charles 
Campbell's l.imiesta. will again I** a stake for the 
Canadian-bred horses in June.

Harry G<nn 1, sporting editor of the Mail, com- 
ments on the situation as follows: 

•Manager Kolirhack furnishes as a reason for 
Connaught Park not giving more than one race for 
Canadian hred horses at tin* June meeting that they 
are not at their liest at that period of the year. 
Yet Ottawa comes two weeks after Toronto, where 
some twenty' thousand dollars will be given for 
Canadian bred races exclusively. Than the Ontario 
Jockey Club, there is no wealthier racing organ iza 
lion in this country and its policy form first to 
last lias lteen the en<*ouragement <*f Canadian-bred 
and Canadian owetid animals. I do not know how 
His Koval Highness tin* Governor-General regards 
Mr. Rohrbaek's policy, tint I am persuaded if 
carried out. it will Ik* a serious deterrent to home 
entries and prove a blow io the sport. right at 
tile nation's capital. Prejudice is rampant as it is 
and it will not he lessened by Mr. Rollback's words 
and action. If there is one place in the world where 
every encouragement should be given to Canadian 
products, that place is Ottawa. Mr. Uolirbark is 
making a fatal mistake, Mr. Seagram's stable Is 
almost entirely Canadian bred and it is a sure tiling 
he will not ship there for one race. Mr. Giddings* 
stable consists entirely of Canadian breds and he will 
not enter. The Hendries and others are to a cer- 
tain extent similarly situated. Mr. Kolirhack may 
present a stiff back now. hut he will regret it later 
on." 

The following day the Mail published the follow- 
ing dispatch from Ottawa: 

"Although officers of the Connaught Park Jockey 
('It'll announced yesterday that there would not be 
any change iu their lunik of stakes for the spring 
meetings, the kick of the Canadian owners, in con- 
nection with the scarcity of events for Ro.uiniou- 
bred and owned horses, lias evidently had some 
effect. Today, after a meeting of the racing com- 
mittee, it was auounccd that the Chateau Laurier 
Stakes of $1,000 and added moneys had been donated 
for the fall meeting, which opens the last week in 
August. This will In* for Canadian bred and owned 
runners and the conditions governing it will be an- 
nounced later. According to t lie directors It was deciil 
c«l some time ago to offer the Chateau Laurier Stakes 
for Canadian owners, but they did uot wish to make 
it known until the issue of the liook of conditions 
for the fall program. Manager Kolirhack states 
that the Chateau laurier Stakes would have lieeti 
given for the spriug meeting were it not for the 
fact that Canadian horses were not ready in time. 
There was considerable opposition to the donation 
of the Chateau Laurier Stakes on the ground that 
the tields were so small last year and the races for 
the Dominion stakes lacked excitement and comjieti- 
tion, hut finally it went through as announced. 
This will leave two stakes for Canadian -breds at 
the fall meeting, viz., the Sifton Plate and the 
Chateau Laurier Stakes, while there will lie one 
overnight event each afternoon, spring and fall, 
for Canadian strings only. It is calculated that 
the addition of the Chateau Stakes will have the 
effect of leaving the horsemen satisfied. Man- 
ager Rohr back same forth today with indignant 
denials to the reports that the Ontario horsemen 
were not given the lies! of treatment in the way 
of stabling accommodation. The only owners, lie 
says, who had any reasonable kicks, were those 
whose horses arrived unexfieetedly and unusually 
late. All the staldes had been allotted and they 
were provided for as well as possible."

St. 1’alriek: Cham 
piou Stakes ilsb7f. The Barb; Victoria Derby, 
twice on Fireworks tone being run in November, 
isirr. and tlie oilier on New Year's Day. ls»'*Si. and 
on . Florence ; Sydney Cup ilMiSi. The Barb: Vie- 

torian Racing club's Oaks. Florence: and Melbourne 
Cup.

On **e- 
tiring as a jockey. Stanley went into business at 
Canipbelltown. but lived privately for fourteen years 
prior to his death, which occurred at the age of 
t»!> years, lie leaves u widow, three sons, and two 
daughters. 

Whealcroft. who made several purchases 
at the English blood stock sales last year, intends 
sending some of liis purchases to Australia, and 
three English stallions are now on their way. They 
are Eaton Lad. by Orvieto from llusli: Koonowla. by 
Cy I lone from Handmaid; and Monar, by Marco from 
Titania. Mr. Wlieatcroft recently purchased in 
England tin* old Australian identity. Fii/.graftoa. 
and Fitzgrafton may come back to Australia. 

Frank Wootton lias not retired from the saddle 
altogether, but will only ride in weight -for -age 
events and races that his increased weight will 
suit, so that his op|H>rt unities will lie United. As 
lie will be able to go to scale at 132 pounds, lie an’i 
cipates getting much of the best of riding at that 
weight or over. 

One of tin* alterations of the new Australian 
Rules of Racing provides that a yearling or foal 
may lie entered prior to registration, provided that 
the’ name of such yearling or foal shall Ik* regis 
tered at least 30 days prior to the date of the ra.*e 
entered for. 

In New Zealand pari-mutuel speculation continues 
on the upgrade, and it is certain that this season's 
figures will be far ahead of those for 1912-13. At 
the recent Taka puna meeting the turnover for the 
two days was $37, GKO greater than for tlie corre- 
s|Hiading days last year, and at the Egmont meet- 
ing the increase was $10,050. Nothing seems more 
cri tain than that this season tlie New Zealand gov- 
ernment will receive the customary two and a half 
per cent on investments totalling fully* $22,000,000. 

In tin* Queensland Supreme Court an injunction 
was granted on the application of the South Bris- 
bane Municipal Council against a continuance of 
horse racing on the Brisbane Cricket Ground at 
M'oolloongabha. These grounds were granted as a 
recreation reserve, and their management was placed 
in the hands of trustees who. a long while ago, 
granted a lease to the South Brisbane Jockey Chib 
to hold race meetings. For a number of years the 
South Brisbane councillors have put forth efforts to 
block racing on tin* grounds, their principal objec- 
tion Itoing to the night racing tinder electric light. 
The injunction t<K»k immediate effect and the electric 
light meetings have been abandoned.
